men, His Lordship said: 

Why not let us debunk war? We 
have done so much’ debunking in 
every other phase of life. We have de- 
bunked reputations. The time has 
come for us to debunk war! 

At another part of his address he | 
said: | 

I do not want to be misquoted = in 
what I am about to say. I want to 
awake myself very clear upon this 
point. I do not say that it was 


not | 
right for Great Britain anad for Can-| 
ada to go to war in 1914 but I do say | 
that such conditions should never; 
arise again. 

It is the task of this 
to make certain that there need never | 
be a condition when, in the eleventl 
hour the nation must decide whether 
or not it right to go to war. 

It was time to stop trying to be, 
funny about the League of Nations! 
because in the League lay the hope 
of the world for peace. Its prestige | 
might have waned. Mussolini might 
continue his gibing and his cynicism, 
but the League should have the whole 
and hearty support and help of — the 
peoples of the world rather than their 
cynicism. 

His Lordship took three texts, the 
first on moral courage; the second 
from the story of the man who, uot 
knowing a war had been fought won- 
dered what the peace was all about: 
and the third was a poem from — the 
fly leaf of the book. The War and the 
K ngdom of God.

After seven months of jockeying 
post war leaders in 1919, around a 
horseshoe table (for luck, he  inter- 
jected) in a hall of mirrors (how 
their images have shrunk), signed a 
peace treaty which, since then had 
been shown fo be impossible and 
wrong and which had — started more 
things than it had ever ended, So had 
started the story of conference afte: 
conference and committee after com-

Hopes of the world ran high, sec 
ondly in 1931, because people were be- 
ginning to be more honest about war 
guilt and His Lordship declared that 
some day the clause in the treaty fix 
ing war guilt must be eliminated. 

I do not care about who struck the, 
match, he said. There were many who 
strew gunpowder all round so that ! 
when the match was stwuck the con- 
flagration started. In the realm of the 
nations we have tried to fix the blame. | 
We have sought self justification in-, 
stead of repentance. In 1931 the , 
world had reached that point where 
it was more willing to forgive. 

Hopes of the world ran high, third- 
ly in 1931 because the people had be 
gun to look upon reparations in the 
right light and the administrative 
committee of the Young Plan had cal- 
led for a readjustment of debts and 
reparations ‘if new disasters were to 
be avoided. So the stage had been set 
for the disarmament conference, 

His Lordship drew a word picture 
of the great mass meeting in St 
Paul's Cathedral when the Arch bish 
op of ‘Conterbury had said failure of 
the conference could not be contem- 
plated without dismay. But the con- 
ference had failed and for the past 
two years there had been nothing but 
shattered hopes, failures and finally 
the withdrawal of Germany from the 
League, 

War has failed to protect the prop- 
erty and loved ones of those who had 
fought. It had given no freedom, no 
prosperity, no trade nor anything 
else. Then why not let us say that

we are not going to use wars to get 
these things. His Lordship said. If 
the peoples of the world had said that 
there must be disarmament all over 
the world the reactionaries in  Ger- 
many would have lost their chief 
power—the argument for armament 
while others were armed. 


The time for the real preventatives 
was not in the last hour before the 
start of hostilities but long _ before. 
Patriotism was that force which 
sought to have nations work togeth- 
er. 


There was nothing Utopian about 
this determination to do away with 
war. Slavery had been done away 


them. Speech had been made free. 
These had been considered Utopian 
dreams once upon a time. The eradic 
ation of war must come just as these 
had come and the first steps toward 
it should be taken not in Germany 
nor France but right in Calgary.
